CHICAGO, Jan. 9.—A 
flurry 
of wet 
snow, melting as it fell, began here 
about 8 o'clock this morning, and at 
noon it continues with increasing sever- 
ity. The signal service weather map for 
to-day shows Chicago at the centre of 
an ejttremely wide area of low barom- 
eter, extending in an irregular circular 
shape from Omaha to New York and 
from the northern shore of Lake Super- 
ior to Knox ville, Tenn. 


The barometer here

28.96 
inches, the lowest on record for this 
point. 
The temperature here was two 
degrees above the freezing point and 
the wind was blowing at the rate of only 
eight miles per hour.

ometer and as a consequence telegraphic 
communication is much interfered with. 


A cold wave, accompanied by a bliz- 
zard, is reported as having developed in 
the northwest and is now sweeping 
across the mountains and Dakota.

A TERRIFIC TORNADO!

and many people killed.

PrrrBBuita. Jan. 9.—A terrible wind 
and rain storm passed over this city 
about 12:30 this afternoon, during which 
a large building in course of erection, 
on Diamond street, collapsed, carrying 
twenty workmen to the ground and 
burying at least thirty more in the 
ruins. 
Twelve are known to have been 
killed outright, six others fatally, and 
about thirty others seriously injured. 


THE SCENE PESGRIBEP. 


The most frightful catastrophe 
that 
Pittsburg has witnessed for many years 
occurred at 12-50 noon to-day. 
At the 
hour mentioned a new four-story build- 
ing on Diamond street, near Wood, and 
in the rear of Bead Bros. A Co. 's and J. 
B. Weldin & Co.'s stores, on Wood 
street, fell with an awful crash. 


The force of the falling building was 
so great that the rear walls of tw^o other 
buildings mentioned were crushed as if 
they had been paper and their front 
walls fell upon the pavement on Wood 
street, burying several persons in the 
debris and mangling some horribly. 


Of these, two were a boy and girl and 
one man, unknown. 
All were taken in 
the patrol wagon to the Homoepathic 
hospital. 


A barber shop in the rear was also de- 
molished, and its six occupants buried 
in ruins. 
A top story in the rear of 
Eichbaum's building on Fifth avenue, 
was also knocked in, and three printers 
were injured. 


The number killed and injured can 
not be definitely stated now, as many 
are supposed to be still in the ruins. 
It 
is believed, however, that there are 
twelve killed and thiity-eight injured, of 
which six are fatally. 


Among the injured were: 
John 
H. 
Gearing, fatally; Miss White, a school 
teacher, fatally; 
Jerry 
Hookenstine, 
very seriously; Wm. Sandon, leg and 
thigh fractured; Samuel Brown, very 
seriously; Rose McCarthy, a little girl, 
cut and bruised; Weldon Mason, very 
seriously hurt; Thomas McEee, a brick- 
layer, crushed to death. 
Two laborers 
and a boy, names unknown, were badly 
injured. 


Falling walls crushed in buildings on 
Diamond stréet, occupied by George 
Trexler, barber; W. C. Thomas, dealer 
in shoe findings, and badly damaged 
portions of the buildings occupied by 
Joseph Eichbaum, on Fifth avenue, and 
J. B. Weldon & Co., book sellers, and 
Rea Bros., stock brokers, on Wood 
street. 


The catastrophe created intense ex- 
citement and in a few minutes the 
streets surrounding the fallen building 
were black with people. Willing hands, 
héedlesB of the danger, went to work to 
extricate the victims. 
Up to this hour, 
2á0 p. m., twenty persons have been 
taken from the ruins. 


How many more are underneath 
the 
debris, which is piled fully twenty feet 
high on Diamond street, cannot be 
stated, but it is believed that at least a 
score more are prisoners or dead. 
As 
fast as they are taken from the ruins 
they are t?onveyed to the various hospi- 
tals 


The storm lasted about thirty minutes 
and was the heaviest known here in 
many years. 


A number of other buildings were 
damaged by the high wind. 
A portion 
of the foundry of Mcintosh, Hemphill 
& Co., on Thirteenth street, was blown 
down, but as far a^ known no one was 
injured.

The state ceased its testimony against 
Jerry Shoaff yesterday, and the defense 
took up their side of the story of Wm. 
Golicke's death. 
James B. Shoaff was 
sworn to contradict the testimony of 
some of the witnesses for the state. 


Then Jerry Shoaff took the witness 
stand in his own behalf. He recited the 
story of his life and then gave the par- 
ticular of his tour of the saloons the 
night of October 8, when Golicke was 
fatally assaulted. 
He related their visit 
to the house of call and their quarrel 
with Golicke, who demanded payment 
for the drinks. 
He described the sa- 
loon accurately, located all the people 
in it and makes it appear that it was Art 
Hammell, one of his companions, who 
struck Golicke, while Heffilfinger was 
negotiating a settlement. 
Heffelfinger, 
by the way, coincides with this version 
of the affair. 


Jerry Shoaff's testimony is as follows: 
"You may state if you threw the spit- 
toon that struck him," said the attor- 
ney. 


"No, sir." 
"Did you notice who threw it?" 
"No, sir." 
"From what direction did it come?" 
"From the south end of the counter. 
Golicke was standing Tvith his left hand 
on the bar, and his right hand under 
the bar; he had a seltzer bottle in his 
hand and held it by the neck; he was 
standing about one arm's length from 
the confer; the counter was a&)ut two 
feet wide; he was kind of looking to- 
wards Heffilfing(>r when he was hit; 
when he fell he kind of turned around 
and fell on his back with his head to- 
wards the north; he was struck on t^e 
left side of his face; 
the 
spittoon 
bounced off his head and struck the 
back of the bar; he kind of staggered 
and fell n(»th; his body moved forward 
with the blow; all of us run out then; I 
did not see Heffilfinger come out; I 
guess I was the last one out; wc all ran 
own East Main street to Barr; just 
after the blow was struck I heard Tur- 
ner say to Hammell, *you had better 
skip Art, now you have done it,' and 
he ran down Main street; Hammell made 
no d ^ i a l to that; Turner and Keifer 
were standing a little south of die front 
of the door when Turner said that to 
HammeU." 


Shoaff also denied having confessed 
to his companions that he hit Golicke. 
In fact, he made a clean denial. 


SenaMlonal TeetUnony To-«ay. 
On resuming the case to-day the de- 
fense continued its testimony to prove 
Jerry Shoaff's innocence and Art Ham- 
mell'H g^lt or complicity in the fatal as- 
sault on Golicke. 


Alfred Gebert, the saloon keeper, tes- 
tified that Hammell said to him: 
"I 
fired 
one 
spittoon and 
Shoaff 
the 
other." 


Tom Clark, another saloon keeper, 
testified that Hammell made a similar 
statement to him. 


Virginia Dickson, a colored woman,and 
Bertha Yaney, itfiite, testified to meet- 
ing Hammell at a dance over Golicke's 
saloon. 
They quarreled and Hammell 
said: 
"I kiUed the 


below" (meaning Golicke) "and will 
smash you." 


Jack Sheehan and John Finke testi- 
fied that they had heard Dave Lamay 
deny that Shoaff had confessed to strik- 
ing Golicke. 
Lamay had made such a 
statement under oath. 


Mr. liindeman, who lives on a farm 
near New Haven, was in Golicke's sa- 
loon the night of the fatal quarrel. 
He 
saw Shoaff and Heffilfinger standing at 
the bar. 
He saw the spittoon 
thrown 
and testified it came from a direction op- 
posite them—from near the door, where 
Hammell stood.. 


Dr. W. H. Myers gave expert testi- 
mony. 
He said that a fracture of the 
skull did not necessarily produce death. 
He examined Golicke's skull and was 
satisfied he did not die from the blow, 
but from undue excitement during his 
illness. 


Dr. M. F. Porter testified that a frac- 
ture of the skull was no more dangerous 
than a fracture of any other bone. 


The state has summoned the poUoe 
officers to testify as to Shoaffs reputa- 
tion and this afternoon made its effort 
to impeach the testimony of the wit- 
nesses for the defense. 


Captain Diehl, Lientenant Wilkinson, 
Marshal Myer, Offloer Fatton, OfBoer

and others testified that 
young ShoaiTs reputation 
was bad.

REPORT OF COMMITTEK ON STREETS AND ALLEYS. 


We, your committee on streets and alle 
respectfully report and also recommend to ti 
council, Improvements on streets that should 
be made this spring. 
The heavy traffic on Cal- 
houn street will necessitate this council to Im- 
prove other streets running parallel with Cal- 
houn street so as to divide the heavy traffic now 
passing over Calhoun street and relieve the 
same to some extent, otherwise the new pave- 
ment will not stand many years. 
We would 
first recommend that Clinton street be paved 
with cedar blocks from the N. Y., C. &st. L. R. 
R. to Wayne street, except the square between 
Main and Berry streets, which is already paved, 
and thence from Wayne street to what as is 
Called railroad street macademized ifv-ith broken 
stone from Icurb to curb, except the gutters 
which should be paved with cobble stone. Also 
east Berry street from Clinton to Barr streets, 
be paved with cedar blocks between the cob- 
ble stone gutter already constructed, but before 
any contract be approved the consent from the 
government should be obtained in reference to 
their frontage. Also Harrison street should be 
improved, especially between Main and Wayne 
streets. These are the principal streets where 
t h e Improvement shoula be approved as soon as 
ibie. so contractors can obtain their mater- 
before winter is over. 
This applies prtncl- 
pally to cedar blocks. Cedar can oe obtained 
cheaper during winter time than at any other 
time in the year.
